On  the  Hit h of  January,  1953,  Mr.  Al- 
miro  Raratma,  civilian  and  guest  of  the 
Brazilian  Navy  on  Board  the  Brazilian 
Training  Ship,  Almirante  Saldanha,  sight- 
ed and  photographed  an  object  which 
flew  in  fpun  the  ocean,  circled  above 
Trindnde  Island  and  then  flew  out  to 
sea.  He  obtained  4 photos.  Barauna  was 
not  the  only  observer,  and  various  Brazil- 
ian newspapers  a*  the  lime  stated  un- 
equivocally, that  “elements"  (members) 
of  the  crew  of  the  Almirante  Saldanha 
had  also  seen  the  Saturn  shaped  object. 

AFRO'S  Brazilian  Representative,  Dr. 
Olavo  T.  Fontes,  through  connections  in 
the  military,  did  a thoroug  hinvestigation 
of  the  incident,  and  even  produced  sight- 
ings which  preceded  the  event  of  the 
16th.  He  mentioned  in  the  text  of  his 
report  (See  AFRO  Bulletins  of  January, 
March  arid  May  I960)  the  existence  of  a 
secret  Navy  Report  which  dealt  with  the 
incident. 

In  October.  1964,  a heavy  rrwmila  en- 
velope arrived  in  the  mail  at  AFRO 
Headquarters,  It  contained  a complete 
set  ( 4 J of  photographs  of  the  Trindade 
object,  as  well  as  correspondence  be- 
tween various  Brazilian  Navy  officers 
concerning  the  incident  and  the  photo- 
graphs. Accompaning  the  photographs 
and  letters  and  rhe  Navy  report  itself, 
was  a letter  to  Mrs.  Lorenzen  from  an 
ex-Brazilian  Navy  Officer  now  living  out- 
side of  Brazil.  In  the  letter  he  asked 
Mrs.  Lorenzen  to  use  the  report,  photo- 
graphs and  other  material  in  any  way 
passible  in  order  to  clear  up  the  confu- 
sion and  misrepresentations  concerning 
the  IGY  photographs.  He  said  he  had 
read  her  book  and  complimented  her  on 
it  as  well  as  her  handling  of  the  IGY

OCCURRENCES 

1.  The  Corvette  Captain  Carlo*  Alber- 
to Ferreira  Baceilar,  Commander  nE  the 
Trindade  Inland  Oceanographic  Post,  wag 
called  to  this  High  Command,  on  Janu- 
ary 27.  1958,  v here  fab  Report  was  pre- 
sented, He  informed  the  following 

I On  December  31,  1957,  an  unidenti- 
fied aerial  object  (UAO)  was  observed 
over  the  Island,  sighted  by  the  Medical* 
Officer,  First-Lieutenant  MU  Ignacio  Car- 
los Moreira  Murtn,  by  one  sailor  and  five 
workers.  The  sighting  occurred  in  the 
morning  about  10*  before  0800  hours. 
Due  to  the  conviction  of  the  observers 
and  the  coherence  and  correlation  of  the 
reports,  he  had  decided  to  send  the 
radiogram  that  gave  origin  to  the  ptes- 
ent  investigation; 

H — He  was  informed  at  the  same  oc- 
casion that  identical  object  had  been 
sighted  previously,  on  December  5,  1957, 
by  one  worker,  also  in  the  morning  anti 
at  the  same  hour; 

HI — On  the  following  day,  January  L 
1958,  at  the  same  hour  and  position,  and 
moving  to  the  North  (the  same  direc- 
tion of  the  previous  sightings),  some- 
thing appeared  over  the  sea  flying  at  in- 
credible speed  Despite  the  opposite 
opinion  of  other  observers  and  despite 
the  brightness  presented  by  the  object 
in  a certain  part  of  its  trajectory,  ho 
concluded  and  still  believes  that  it  was 
a sea-gull— was  projected  against  the 
sky,  making  difficult  any  steroscopic  es- 
timation;

CONCLUSIONS

The  accounts  originally  printed  in  the  Brazilian  papers  and  in 
O Cruzeiro  contain  a number  of  significant  details  that  have  been 
glossed  over  or  ignored  by  UPC)  enthusiasts,  both  in  Brazil  [iS]  ;nd 
in  the  United  States  [22].  who  accept  the  Tiindade  saucer  at  face 
value.  A study  of  the  available  news  stories,  facts  gathered  by  In- 
telligence officers,  and  of  the  photographs  themselves  leads  inescap- 
ably to  the  conclusion  that  the  Tiindade  Island  sighting  was  a hoax. 

Almiro  Barauna  was  a free-lance  photographer.  A professional  of 
unusual  skill,  he  had  long  been  interested  in  flying  saucers  and, 
some  time  before  the  Trindade  incident,  he  had  published  a pur- 
posely humorous  magazine  article  entitled  A Flying  Saucer  Hunted 
Me  at  Home"  and  illustrated  by  admittedly  faked  photographs.  He 
had  also  published  trick  photographs  of  “treasure  chests"  lying  on 
the  ocean  bottom.  In  addition,  Barauna  specialized  in  underwater 
photography  and  was  a member  nf  the  Icarai  Submarine  Hunting 
Club,  a group  interested  in  skin  diving  and  the  study  of  life  on  he 
ocean  floor.

“Comandnnte,  I am  an  able  photographer, 
specialized  in  trick  photography,  but  I could  not  produce  one  that 
would  withstand  close  and  accurate  examination/  [20] 

In  spite  of  this  modest  disclaimer,  some  of  the  photographic  evi- 
dence clearly  suggested  fraud,  and  a strong  difference  of  opinion 
developed  among  government  officials.  Some  accepted  the  pictures 
as  a genuine  record  of  a flying  saucer;  others  pronounced  them 
fakes.  E’er  several  weeks  die  incident  was  kept  secret,  but  when 
eventually  someone  t ;ok  the  prints  to  the  President  of  Brazil,  further 
concealment  became  impossible*  Yielding  to  the  persuasion  of  cer- 
tain militarv  advisers  and  newsmen,  and  against  the  advice  of  the 
Nav  al  Ministry',  he  released  the  pictures  to  the  press.

The  photographs  were  published  on  Febmary  n.  five  weeks  after 
they  were  taken.  Since  the  President  had  apparently  accepted  them 
at  face  value,  the  Naval  Ministry  wa>  obviously  in  a difficult  posi- 
tion; through  an  unofficial  spokesman  it  issued  a statement  im table 
for  its  lack  fit  enthusiasm:

and  investigated  each  story.  Some  he  found  to  be  false,  some  were 
based  on  mistaken  indentification  of  gulls  and  balloons,  and  in  oth- 
ers the  evidence  was  inconclusive* 

Early  in  January  1958,  when  the  Almirante  Sahfanha  arrived  on 
schedule  at  Trindade,  it  had  on  board  several  civilian  guests  who 
were  to  collaborate  in  various  aspects  t>F  the  research.  Among  them 
w as  Almiro  Barauna,  a professional  photographer.  After  several  days 
at  the  island,  the  ship  prepared  to  leave  fur  the  return  trip  to  Rio 
on  January  1O.  Shortly  after  noun  Barauua  was  on  deck  with  his 
camera,  waiting  to  film  the  departure,  The  sky  was  thinly  overcast, 
the  sea  was  rough,  and  waves  dashing  against  the  ship  and  the 
rockv  shore  created  a noisv  background. 

According  to  the  news  iccounts  printed  several  weeks  later.  Cap- 
tain ViegaSj  of  the  Brazilian  Air  Force,  suddenly  shouted  "C)Hta  o

The  most  famous  of  all  purported  photographs  of  a UFO,  the 
'l  i include  Island  saucer,  also  < une  from  Brazil*  First  published  in 
Brazilian  newspapers  on  February  ::i,  K15S,  the  pictures  showed 
dark  mountain  crags  looming  against  an  overcast  sky,  Above  one 
peak  appeared  a startling  image  f much  like  the  O Cruzeiro  saucer 
of  1951)  resembling  the  planet  Saturn— a flattened  sphere  bunded 
round  the  middle  by  a dark  litv  that  extended  like  a platform  be- 
yond the  curved  sides.  According  In  the  accompanying  news  stories, 
the  UKO  had  flown  over  the  island  of  Trindade  and  had  been  ob- 
served by  the  officers  and  crew  of  a ship  of  the  Brazilian  Navy*  The 
pictures*  taken  by  a photographer  on  hoard,  had  been  examined 
and  supposedly  pronounced  genuine  by  navy  experts  before  being 
released  to  the  press.  Since  a responsible  military  organization  and 
a major  world  government  thus  seemed  to  accept  the  photographs 
as  proof  that  flying  saucers  actually  existed,  the  incident  raised  a 
storm  of  official  inquiry  both  in  Brazil  and  abroad.  Then,  within  a 
few  weeks,  the  storm  abruptly  subsided.  Although  no  explanation 
was  given,  the  object  in  the  pictures  was  obviously  considered  no 
threat  to  our  planet's  security. 

Although  saucer  enthusiasts  regard  these  pictures  as  genuine  evi- 
dence for  die  reality  of  UFOs,  c areful  study  of  the  facts  strong] v 
suggests  that  this  case,  which  rocked  the  Brazilian  Government  and

At  first  glance,  the  circumstances  of  the  sighting  seamed  to  be 
entirely  dear  and  straightforw  vrd  [ iS],  Trindade  is  a barren,  moun- 
tainous island  of  about  six  square  miles,  some  600  miles  from  the 
coast  of  Brazil.  Abandoned  after  the  end  of  the  Se  cond  World  War, 
the  island  remained  deserted  except  by  sea  gulls  until  October  1957, 
w hen  the  Brazilian  Navy  established  an  oceanographic  post  and  a 
meteorological  station  -here  to  tarn/  nut  its  research  for  the  Inter- 
national  Geophysical  Year  (IGY1.  To  facilitate  the  oceanographic 
studies,  the  Navy  also  converted  a training  ship,  the  Almirante 
Sa  Uhinha,  into  a floating  laboratory  equipped  with  scientific  appa- 
ratus and  photographic  darkroom.  With  a crew  of  about  300*  the 
ship  routinely  traveled  between  Rio  tie  Janeiro  and  Trindade  Island 
on  its  duties  for  the  I GY* 

A major  function  of  the  meteorological  station  was  the  launching 
and  tracking  of  weather  balloons,  they  were  painted  red,  inflated 
w ith  hydrogen,  and  carried  radio  transmitters.

Director  of  information  for  The 
A EC  station,  took  pains  to  ini  arm  news- 
men that  there  was  no  flash  at  the  time 
of  the  pow^r  failure,  as  had  been  report- 
ed. He  then  explained  that  the  power 
failure  was  believed  due  to  a bird  or 
birds  flying  into  the  power  line. 

Amateur  astronomer  Floyd  Rickores, 
Hollywood.  California,  said  he  tracked  a 
red  ball  in  the  ^k./  for  nearly  five  min- 
utes after  a “bright  flash"  lighted  the 
room.

The  reports  from  other  civilian  obser 
vers  aboard  the  NE  “Almirante  Saklan* 
ha’'  were  aKo  printed  in  the  press.  One 
of  them  came  from  Mr  Maura  Andrade, 
employee  of  the  London  Rank  of  South 
America,  and  member  of  Barmina's 
group.  In  an  interview  published  in  the 
newspaper  “O  OLOBO"  ( Feb.  22,  JD58), 
lie  said: 

“1  didn't  witness  the  sighting  because 
T was  inside  the  ship,  nut  on  the  deck, 
when  the  object  was  seen.  Bui  I can 
give  a list  of  responsible  people  who  saw 
it  and  saw'  the  photographer  Barauna 
take  the  pictures  as  well  as  develop  the 
negatives. 

‘T  don't  know  how  1 whs  tracked  by 
the  press.  I was  startled  by  the  publi- 
cation of  news  and  photos  related  with 
the  incident  because  we  had  promised— 
all  of  us— to  keep  the  whole  thing  secret. 

**l  was  somewhere  inside  the  ship,  was 
alerted  by  the  shouts,  and  ran  outside  to 
see  what  was  happening.  Vet  1 did  n’t  see 
the  object.  But  all  people  I found  on  deck 
told  me  that  they  had  really  sighted  a 
fiyrng  saucer.  I believed  ihem,  and  my 
belief  was  confirmed  by  the  film  devel- 
oped aboard.  In  fact.  T saw  a thing  on 
the  negatives  which  looked  hke  a flying 
saucer,  although  I cannot  be  sure  if  it 
was  really  one  of  them.  The  film  was 
developed  before  the  eves  of  witnesses, 
and  was  shown  later  In  every  one 
aboard/'  Unquote, 

The  other  report  came  from  Mr.  Amilar 
Vieira  FUho,  president  of  the  fcarai  Club 
for  Submarine  Hunting,  and  member  of 
the  CACEN  Research  Division  fa  Federal 
Department  l He  avoided  any  contact 
with  the  press  for  several  days  but  vva > 
finally  interviewed  by  a reporter  from 
the  newspaper  “0  OLOBO”  on  February 
27  He  explained  that  his  attitude  was 
based  un  two  reasons-  first,  the  compro- 
mise assumed  Iiv  the  whole  delegation 
of  hi s Chib  to  tell  nothing  about  the 
strange  sighting  of  January  16,  at  Trin» 
dade,  and  second,  his  natural  aversion 
to  any  kind  or  publicity.  However.  af‘  *r 
the  Navy  official  release  on  the  matter, 
and  after  the  in te-W-w  given  by  eher 
members  nt  his  group,  im  felt  ih  *t  the 
silence  he  had  imposed  un  himself  was 
not  justified  anymore.

They  vere 
re  checker!  with  the  witnesses  and  rt* 
firmed.  They  were  not  denied  t>>  ihe 
Brazilian  Navy.  However,  two  things  arc 
still  lacking  to  meet  the  challenge  u the 
UAO  agnostics— the  non-believers  ni 
them  is  ;i;i  offieia!  release  from  Tu  N ,\  y 
confirming  th«‘  whole  thing  fither  ,s 
a written  statement  signed  by  Cpm.

THE  INCIDENT 

When  the  curtain  uf  security  around  tht* 
sighting  was  broken,  the  Navy  General 
Staff  released  special  instructions  forbid- 
ding the  ship's  crew  and  Navy  officers 
lu  have  any  rontaet  with  the  press  on 
tiie  matter.  The  Navy  authorities  refused 
at  nrst  to  make  any  comment  on  the 
incident.  All  military  chiefs  interviewed 
by  the  press  denied  any  knowledge  of 
i he  ma Iter,  or  said  that  only  Minister 
Alvei  Camera  was  untitled  to  say  any 
thing.  Some  Navy  departments  even  tried 
to  show  a complete  lack  of  interest, 
explaining  that  the  pictures  had  been 
taken  by  a civilian  eventually  aboard  a 
warship.
